Cox himself, not a word came from 
the White House. Senator Harding 
has told friends he is at a loss to un- 
derstand it.

Indeed, it may be said that back of 


Mr, Harding's declination of the bat- 
tleship tendered him by the president 
for thte cruise to Panama was a trace 
of concern, over the failure of Mr. Wil- 
Bon to send any congratulatory mes- 
sage. 
Of course, when the

flower" was offorcd for tho trip to 
Washington .from Hampton Roads, the 
stop at Bedford, Va., made a rail jour- 
ney unavoidable and the "Mayflower" 
simply couldn't have been as con-

He handed in his resignation as 


pastor of the church. 


Members of .the congregation were 


anxious to learn whether Mrs. Densel 
would take back her husband. 
For 


days following his disappearance, she 
refused to believe rumors that he had 
gone away with Miss Hannanberg and 
consistent!}- asserted her firm belief 
that he would return. Today when 
she learned that her missing husband 
had returned to the city, Mrs. Densel 
shut herself up in her room and re- 


j fused to Unlock the door to anybody.

Washington—The story of Terence 


MacSwiney and his final hunger strike 
was told today by the widow of the 
late lord mayor of Cork who appeared 
before the Nation's unofficial commis- 
sion on conditions in Ireland. 


So fierce was MacSwiney's love for 


Ireland and the Irish language, 
she 


said, that even his baby daughter, 
Maura, could not speak any but the 
Irish language. 


"Sho has never heard her father or 


mother use a word of English," Mrs. 
MacSwiney said. 


The widow appeared a small, fragile 


woman, dressed in black, 
speaking 


with a bit of brogue. 


Mrs. MacSwiney said she first met 


'ier husband in 1915 and later again 
at Christmas, 1916, when he was an 


officer in the Irish republican army. 


"He was arrested 
and put in jail 


about that time for making a speech 
and I used to go to the jail to see 
him," she said. 


"We were married in June, 1917." 
Shortly before the marriage, 
she 


said, MacSwiney 
had been arrested 


and deported to England. 


"We were not engaged, but I think 


I knew how things were," she said. 


"I asked soldiers and police about 


him, 
but they said no one would ever 


know where he was." she continued. 


"But that night I got a leter from 


him saying where he was. I went to 
jail to see him that night and there 
we became engaged. 
About a fort- 


night later we were married. We were 
married in England 
by 
an 
Irish 


priest in our own language." 


While MacSwiney was in prison, his 


baby was born. 


"I felt in August, 1920, just after 


my husband's last arrest, he would 
difc," she said. 


"So the shock for me was at first, 


not later." 


There was a faint break 
in her 


voice here. 


"But there should bo tears of joy, 


not grief, for those who die for Ire- 
land." she continued. 


"When I next saw him, he was in

WHAT ARTICLE 10 REALLY MEANS 


All through the period when attacks 


were being made on the League of Na- 
tions and in the presidential campaign, the 
charge was constantly made that article 
10 of the covenant guaranteed the terri- 
torial integrity of the signatories. It was 
asserted that if the United States ratified 
the covenant it would be bound to go to 
th« assistance of any nation to hold its 
territory. It was even charged that ar- 
ticle 10 definitely committed the world to 
the boundaries and sovereignties set up by 
the treaty of Versailles, It. is true that 
Mr. Taft and other great leaders of the 
opposition did not so construe the cove- 
nant, but for the purposes of political as- 
Bsnli upon the treaty a great deal was 
made of this contention. 


Because the attitude of the United 


States means the probable ultimate rejec- 
tion of article 10, it may not be of mate- 
rial consequence that this portion of the 
covenant was flagrantly misrepresented, 
nevertheless it is of interest taat this fact 
is now conclusively established. The in- 
terpretation of article 10 given by Presi- 
dent Wilson has been expressly recog- 
nized by the present sitting of the assem- 
bly at Geneva. Forty-one delegates to 
the assembly now sitting at Geneva, which 
represent practically all of the signatories, 
by resolution placed this construction upon 
article 10 : That it merely condemns ex- 
ternal aggression against members and 
that it does not concern itself with changes 
of a territorial or political nature pro- 
duced by any other cause. 


The point came up when the applica- 


tion of Austria for membership in the 
league was under consideration. An at- 
tempt was made to in effect give Austria a 
guarantee of the territorial Emits set up 
by the peace treaty. Objection was made 
to this construction in behalf of the right 
of a portion of Austria To place itself by 
plebiscite under the sovereignty of Switz- 
erland. The League unanimously held that 
Austria could not be guaranteed its terri- 
torial integrity as against the right of 
self-determination by any part of its peo- 
ple or against revolution. The commission 
having the matter in charge made this re- 
port to the assembly: 


We cannot recommend the adoption of the 


proposition put forward by, JL Motta. We are in- 
deed of the opinion thai the entry of Austria into 
the League will in no way prejudice or affect 
the question so raised. We cannot help adding 
that the suggestion that admission to the League 
should *^iave any such effect appears to arise 
from a misconception regarding article 10. It 
cannot too emphatically be stated that Article 10 
does not guarantee the territonal integrity of any 
member of the league. All it does is to condemn 
external aggression on the territonal integrity 
and political independence of any member of the 
League and calls on the council to consider what 
measures to take to resist that aggression. 


This view was approved without a dis- 


senting vote by the entire league, so that 
it settles the controversy over article 4 0 
once and for all. No politician can again 
misconstrue or misrepresent the meaning 
of article 10 as specifically fixed by the 
league itself. The League would not in- 
terfere in any sense or any manner to sup- 
press civil rebellion or political revolution, 
or to prevent a colony, dependency or a 
portion of a state from achieving its inde- 
pendence. Not only this but the League 
assembly establishes the fact that under 
article 10 no nation is definitely commit- 
ted to the use of force to resist aggression 
against a member. All that the council 
is empowered to do is to make recommen- 
dations, which must be unanimous. The 
fallacy of the attacks 
which have been 


made upon article 10 is tius finally 
proved. The question can no longer be 
the subject of dispute. The League has 
placed a construction on the article and 
there is no going behind that construction. 
Jt is precisely the construction placed on 
article 10 by President Wilson and all 
who have defended and supported the 
co vena ut.

If any nits are found on the hair 
shafts close to the scalp, these are best removed by 
drawing strands of hair through a eoft cloth wet 
each time with hot vinegar. Patience and persever- 
ance will overcome the invasion. You must repeat 
the treatment every day or every alternate day as 
fong as lice or nits remain. And of caursc all must 
be treated at the same time, lest one remain a 
source of reinfestation for the others.

Don't Have Fires. 


.By Frederic J. Hasklo. 


San Francisco, Calif.—Although Jt is 


hard for the visitor to irtlagine a San 
Fianci&co more entrancing than the 
present one, it seems that such a phe- 
nomenon did onco exist This was be- 
fore the tire. 
Everybody you meet 


hero tells you so. Praise any feature 
ot the city—its gay restaurants; Its 
beautiful bay: its marvelous Golden 
Gate Park; its pretty girls; its dell- 
clous fish;• its charming,Presidio, or 
Its picturesque Chinatown—and while 
the praise will be pleasantly welcomed 
It will immediately be qualified with: 
"Ah, but you should have seen them 
—or it—before the fire." 


The term, "earthquake" rarely enters 


Into the conversation when discussing 
tho disaster which occurred in 1908. 
The tactful visitor carefully avoids it, 
and the San Frandscoan ignores it. No 
one denies that an earthquake did give 
the city a alight jar in that momentous 
year, but it was the fire which fol- 
lowed that caused the damage. 
AH 


that the quake did was to knock over 
a few lamps and at the same time 
breka the water mains, thus at one 
blow causing the fire and destroying 
the means with which to fight it. 


In at least one respect, therefore, the 


new San Francisco, which rose phoe- 
nix-like from the ashes of the old, is 
better than its predecessor. It is prac- 
tically invulnerable against flre. No 
second lesson was 
needed. Every- 


thing that could be done has been done 
to prevent another euch catastrophe 
and San Francisco today is one of the 
best fire-protected cities in the world. 
Another quake may knock over as 
many lamps as it pleases, hut the city 
will never go up in flame as It did be- 
fore, because, aside from the fact that 
most of it is now largely fire-proof, an 
.intricate system of water connection 
has been established so that if the wa- 
ter mains are broken or fail at one 
place, or even at several places, there 
will still be plenty of other sources to 
be tapped. 


A Complete System 


Shortly after the flre In 1906, -a bond 


issue of five million dollars was raised 
for the construction of this system. In 
the first place, there is a high-pres- 
sure water 
supply, furnishing 250 


pounds water pressure from thrpe stor- 
age reservoirs located in the hills of 
tho city—one at an elevation of 325 
feet, one at 420 feet and still another 
at 750 feet. In these reservoirs twelve 
million gallons of water are stored for 
fire-fighting. In addition, thero are two 
high-pressure pumping stations, capa- 
ble of pumping 10,000 gallons of wa- 
ter per minute each from the Bay. 
These stations, housed In strictly fire- 
proof buildings, s^re so equipped that 
they could operate for a stretch of 
four days, if completely shut off from 
the rest of the city. The system also 
has a connection with two steel fire- 
boats in the harbor, which can pump 
water into tho high-pressure hydrants 
when tha supply of fresh/ water be- 
comes exhausted. 
f 


Furthermore, any section of the 


city can be cut off from the rest If it 
becomes necessary to concentrate the 
water supply. If a pipe should break 
in any section, this could be Imme- 
diately shut off by valves. These 
valves 
are located at 
every street 


crossing, so that the city can be Se- 
gregated a block at a time. 


Located in various sections, move- 


over, are on© hundred cisterns con- 
taining anywhere from 16,000 to 100,- 
000 gallons of water each, so that if 
all the water mains should break and 
every other source of supply become 
exhausted, the flre department would 
still have these to fall back upon. But 
even this is not all. The law requires 
that every 
tank in Sun 
Francisco 


holding 5,000 gallons of water must 
have a special connection with the city 
water system, in case tho flre depart- 
ment should need to use it. Inasmuch 
as most of the largo office buildings 
have such tanks for supplying run- 
ning water and drinking water to the 
various offices, they constitute a val- 
uable reinforcement to all tho other 
water resources. 


No city has stricter laws on the sub- 


ject of ,fire-protcction than San Fran- 
cisco. Every building of four stories 
or more must have a fire-escape. All 
two-story buildings operated for pub- 
lic use must be supplied with them, 
and any building 
over one-story In 


which ten or more 
womoB arc em- 


ployed is required to bo so equipped. 
Every building in which oil is burned 
must be supplied with an automatic 
cut-off, or if it hasn't one, Ihc plant 
must bo und.or the supervision of a 
competent person, who cannot be ab- 
sent more than twenty minutes at a 
time. 


Only three types of buildings may 


bo erected: Typo "A" which is strict- 
ly fire-proof; ^ype "B" of reinforced 
concrete, and type "C" consisting of 
heavy timber or steel framework, and 
mason exterior. In some sections of 


the city shingle roofa, ,whieh are par- 
ticularly frowned upon by the flre de- 
partment, are prohibited. 


Fire Prevention 


In addition to all theae precautions, 


tho city maintaina a very efficient Fire 
Prevention Bureau, which deluge* the 
schools with flre prevention literature, 
and which la now carrying on an as- 
tonishingly coraprehenslTe aobeme for 
bringing every residence and building 
in San Francisco under the Immediate 
supervision of the Flre Department 
Every city block !• now dally Inves- 
tigated by the firemen of ita district. 
On the first visit, a sketch of the first 
and second floors ot every bouse and 
store and building: ia made and turned 
into the Fire Prevention Burean, which 
is gradually compiling a huge Block 
Record. In other words, a diagram ot 
every building in the dry ia to be on 
file in the Fire Department, no that 
upon the breaking out ot a flre in a 
certain building on Post Street, for ex- 
ample, the Fire Department can turn 
to this number in their flies and see 
exactly what kind of a place it in— 
where its entrances and flues are, bow 
many people it contains, what 'It to 
used for. 


With firemen patrolling th» city in 


the cause of fire-prevention, aa police- 
men patrol H in the cause of crime- 
prevention, life and property in San 
Francisco are becoming safer and saf- 
er. Every little 
detail about every 


house—the condition of Its walls, the 
character of its rubbish, the size of 
its oil supply and where It is kept (oil 
being used almost entirely In the place 
of coal here)—is reported to ^the Fire 
Prevention Bureau, with a lengthy re- 
port if there Is an existing fire risk. 


The owner of the premises ia given 


from two to ten days to remedy any 
dangerous risk, after which, if be does 
not comply with the law, he ia ordered 
to appear at the district attorney's of- 
fice and make his report. If It is not 
sufficiently convincing, another fire in- 
spector accompanies him hack to hie 
store or residence and sees that the 
department's recommendations axe car- 
ried out. 


Firemen Have Police Power 


In enforcing fire regulations, the de- 


partment possesses police power, as 
well as the cooperation of the associa- 
tion of fire underwriters. If a factory 
is in serious condition, the Industrial 
Accident Commission is notified, and it 
sends its inspector, who has police 
power. . In San Francisco the owners 
of apartment housee must secure per- 
mits every year in order to rent their 
apartments, and in the case of the in- 
fringement of fire regulations, these 
permits are held up until the neces- 
sary precautions have been taken. In 
the same way, the department can or- 
der electrical companies to cease sup- 
plying electric power to any plants 
not complying with, the fire laws. 


Ninety per cent of the fires which 


kill thousands of people and destroy 
millions of dollars worth of property In 
this country every year are due to 
carelessness, according to Chief 2£ar- 
tin J. JCearns of the San Francisco 
Fire Prevention Bureau. The most 
frequent causes of fires, as shown by 
fire department records, are rubbish 
and refuse and smokers'- carelessness. 
Thus, the residents of every city as 
won as those of San Francisco, should 
be interested In the following list of 
suggestions written down for the re- 
porter by Chief Kearna.. 


Beginning with the attic, don't pile 


the stairs with books and boxes, which 
would obstruct the path of tho fire- 
man In case or flre. Don't pile old 
papers 
and magazines against the 


chimney, as heat may be generated in 
these some day and may start a flre, 
or a crack -in the chimney may be 
developed through which aparka may 
full. 
Don't bang thin electric light 


cords from naila or over boards. The 
insulation on these cords will soon 
wear oft, the wires will spark, and if 
your fuses are not just right, the In- 
sulation will start to burn.

used with the utmost, caution. Some 
people use an electric light bulb for 
this purpose, o.nd numerous fires have 
resulted from this cause.
